\ \ HEN the ardor which a great 


confliét produces, has, in a confiderable 
degree, {ubfided. When the public mind

Guadaloupe, pillaged and 
deflroyed : its ruins {till reeking, with the 
blood of the children, women and oid 
men put to the fword, Peace (himfelt 
the vilim of their crafiine!s) after having 
bafely hetrayed his country and his broth- 
ers: The braveand immortal DeLcaesse,
